Sober, phlegmatic London 
was beside itself with emotion. Gusts of 
patriotism have set the town quivering 
twice or thrice before during the war, 
but nothing has quito equalled 
last 
night’s hundreds of square miles of al­ 
most furious demonstrations. 
It was a 
curious thing for the onlooker to see 
solemn, gray haired men toss their hats 
into the air and join iii the hurricane of 
cheers when a wreath-crowned banner, 
with the portrait of Colonel Baden-Pow­ 
ell on it, was borne along Piccadilly. 


It was all brought about by a 80-word 
telegram from Pretoria that. Matching 
had boon relieved. 
Although the gov­ 
ernment has not a word, and although 
nothing confirmatory has lieon received 
from any African source except Preto­ 
ria, nobody appeared to question tho 
news. 


Colonel Baden-Powoll’s 
brother in 
London had received a telegram from a 
Dutch friend in 
Pretoria saying that 
Mafeking had been relieved.
